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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 

1 . The request filed on 1 1/12/2004 for a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 
37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 10/681,301 is acceptable and a RCE has been 
established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
01 169416 (cited in IDS). 

JP 01 169416 discloses, for claim 4, a case main body section (10) of a shielding case, an 
element main body section of an optical element (20) which is to be fitted into the case main 
body section, a spring piece section (not numbered, see figures 1-3) which is provided on an 
internal circumferential surface of the case main body section, wherein the spring piece presses 
the element main body section against the internal circumferential surface of the case main body 
section, and the spring piece is integrally formed with the case main body section and wherein 
the case main body section (10) is formed of a metal or a metallic alloy, for claim 6, the spring 
piece section is provided at a position on the internal circumferential surface opposing a window 
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(opening at the bottom, see figure 1) formed in the case main body section, for claim 7, a portion 
of the element main body section to be pressed by the spring piece section (see figures 1-3) is 
situated in the vicinity of a heat source (anything could be a heat source) of an element main 
body section, for claim 8, the spring piece section extends fi-om an opening edge of the case 
main body section and is folded back into the inside of the case main body section (see figure 1), 
for claim 9, a thermal conductive material (any metal part) existing between an internal surface 
of the case main body section and an outer surface of the element main body section, for claim 
10, an elastic member (insulation of the cable) is interposed in a clearance existing between an 
internal surface of the case main body section and an outer surface of the element main body 
section.
